thy with the teachers’ tenure law. 
as recommended by Will C. Wood, 
state superintendent of public in­ 
struction, and the California Teach­ 
ers’ association, through the coun­ 
cil of education. 
Indicating the trend of th e ques­ 
tionnaire is another question: 
“In general, do you think good 
teachers or poor teachers will take 
advantage of the tenure law to hold 
their positions?” 
Other questions bearing upon the 
subject of the questionnaire are: 
To Prevent U njust Dismissal 
."The tenure law is designed to 
prevent the

teachers by school trustees.

“Is the California tenure law a 
benefit to you or a detrim ent?” 
In conclusion, the questionnaire 
states that there has been an ef­ 
fort to make the California tenure 
law apply to small country schools 
as well as to larger city or union 
schools, in fact to all public schools 
and asks: 
“Do you favor such a change in 
the law?” 
Attitude of Many Surprising 
Commenting upon the general 
tenor of the questionnaire. Super­ 
intendent Cranston expressed his 
surprise over the attitude shown by 
some persons to teacher tenure, the 
principle of which governs the ser­ 
vice status of m ost officials and 
employes in other branches of the 
public service. 
Tenure not only makes for stpe 
bility in the profession, but goes to 
elevate professional standards, he 
declared. Moreover. It would serve 
to attract th at type of young men 
and women which is most needed 
to the teaching profession. On the 
other hand, Cranston observed, the 
lack of satisfactory service condi­ 
tione ha* caused many male teach­ 
ers to leave the profession in search 
of other employment.

The 
administration bt the seven min­ 
istries comes first In th» duty of 
th» premier, then he must so ex­ 
pedite the affairs of government 
that he cadi devote the rest of the 
time to his prviete correspondence 
not of an official character and to 
the extra-official duties which de­ 
volve upon him as the Incumbent 
of the office.

It Is necessary to Baston several 
special secretaries to toke ears of

Hundreds oj letters pour Into 
my office every day. 
These have 
to be examined and classified. 
A 
corp» of translators must also work 
on them as the biggest part of 
them come to from parts outside 
Italy In foreign languages. 
I do 
not think that there Ie on» single 
locality In the world from which 
I have not received some letter, or 
card or some little souvenir. 
I 
have my secretaries read these 
letters and bring me a condensed 
version of each of them. 
Just the other day, a letter ar­ 
rived all the way from Siberia en­ 
closing a poem written by an ad­ 
mirer of fascism. 
Another one 
came from Honolulu, others from 
Arabia, Japan, Australia, Persia, 
India. A Japanese publishing house 
sent me a copy of a book on 
fascism, written In Japanese. 
My mall contains the most fan­ 
tastic curiosities. Clairvoyants are 
extremely mindful of my future 
and so are students of the horo­ 
scope. 
I like to read their fore­ 
cast# and 
sometimes their ad­ 
monition* 
Long Ufo Is usually 
promised me and In such abun­ 
dance — attempted 
assassinations 
notwithstanding—that I can read­ 
ily forego 15 or 20 years on their 
prophecies. 
Some say I will live 
to be an octogenarian. 
I received a very interesting let­ 
ter from an English medium. This 
medium told of having conversed 
with my mother and of how the 
spirit of my mother was constant­ 
ly hovering ovhr me and protect­ 
ing me from all danger. A photo­ 
graph moo was enclosed, which 
showed the medium in the act of 
communicating 
with

world, while at her side was a 
phantom from which tile medium 
claimed was that of my mother. 
I receive many requests from 
Russians, of old Imperial Russia. 
They hall me as the savior cf 
monarchy in Europe and invoke 
my ald to restore the Russian Im 
perlai family.

KLINE'S APPOINTMENTS 


The announcement of appointment of committees 
for the state senate, made yesterday by L t Gov. 
Buron R. Flits, indicates the substantia! standing held 
at Sacramento by State Senator Chester M. Kline, of 
San Jacinto, who represents the senatorial district 
made up of Riverside, Imperia] and Orange counties. 
Senator Kline has been selected as chairman of the 
important motor vehicle committee, before which all 
measures for changes in motor vehicle lawn and motor 
vehicle department management must come for rec­ 
ommendation. He has been accorded membership on 
seven other committees, including the newly-created 
committee on criminal procedure. 
Senator Kline was named as one of the two “lay­ 
men" or that committee; the others are attorneys. 
Revision of criminal procedure is close to Lieutenant- 
Governor Fitts's heart, every address that he made 
during his campaign presenting the protection of the 
public against criminals as one of the state’s crying 
needs. 
The senator is also named as a member of the re­ 
apportionment committee, which will have a strong 
hand in shaping the legislation necessary to put into 
effect the reapportionment measure. No. 28, passed 
by the people of the state in November. Other com­ 
mittees to which he has been appointed are the fi­ 
nance; universities, labor and capital, agriculture, 
prison and conservation committees. 
Legislation of particular interest to the district will 
come before the agriculture and conservation com­ 
mittees. His appointment on the universities commit­ 
tee may put Senator Kline in a strategic position to 
guard against any move that may be made by Los 
Angeles interests to block the establishment of a farm 
school at Riverside. 
Senator Kline has had twig terms as assemblyman 
and two years as state senator, and with this ex­ 
perience and his friendship for the administration he 
is in a position this year to do the best work of his 
legislative career, bk is a conscientious, able legis­ 
lator, well acquainted with the needs of the state 
and with the needs of his district. We congratulate 
him upon his committee appointments. 


CIRCLING THE SQUARE 


Pure mathematics has its uses—especially when it 
leaves its realm of ’’purity” and becomes applied. 
A good many of the 6000 people killed by auto­ 
mobiles in 1926 met their deaths at street intersec­ 
tions. 
Sometimes it was the fault of a motorist, 
sometimes of a walker; more often it «vas due to a 
misunderstanding too ««rift to be corrected. 
Few 
motorists really care about killing their friends and 
feilow-citizens, or even about knocking them down. 
One of the ways in which the increasing danger 
can be met is by circling the square. The people who 
go straight through, lengthwise or across, obeying 
the cop or the automatic signal, are not so apt to 
have or make trouble. But the right-turn fellow is 
a danger to the walkers, and the left-torn fellow to 
himself and to other cars. 
Suppose all crossings and left turns were eliminat­ 
ed, and every car at every corner made only right 
tarns? And if all stopped on signal to give pedes­ 
trians a chance, and then all started on signal, going 
in the same direction, around the crossing? 
The right turn fellow proceeds as before, with the 
comfort of knowing he is not going against a walking 
stream. 
The lengthwise fellow half-circles to the 
right and turns right again to his outlet. 
He and 
the cross-wise fellow are the only ones who lose even 
a minute by the process, and in the long run their 
time is more than made up, and their safety im­ 
mensely increased. The left turn fellow turns right 
three-quarters around the circle and thus out 
He 
gains in every way over the present system, which 
makes him wait two signals, and keeps him in danger 
through both. 
This system makes it necessary to cut back corners 
—but corners should be cut back anyhow, wherever 
it is at all possible, and in a surprising number of 
corners it is.

acrose the isthmus. 
This would be through Nica­ 
ragua. 
The United States Government bas a fran­ 
chise there to build a 
canal. 
The 
N icaragua 
route was a rival of the Panama route, back In th# 
days when plans first wers laid 
by 
the 
United 
S û te s to pierce the narrow neck of land separating 
North and South America. Th# Panama routs won 
then. 
But there will be need of two canals before 
long. 
So the way la open for the construction of 
this second great waterway by the Unlteo States. 
The Nicaraguan project wou.d be a sea level canal 
and would be considerably longer 
the Panama 
route.

It bas boon only within compara­ 
tively recent years that the be­ 
nighted, almond-eyed pagans of 
China ceased «raging warfare with 
stink-pots and tom-toms Modern 
methods and efficiency were slow 
In gaining a foothold in that land, 
but they have done so and th* 
heathen Chinee loaves th# stink-pot 
to the California citriculturist who 
la trailing about fifteen years be­ 
hind the march of progress. 
Citrus growing In the Tustin dis­ 
trict has made us famous through­ 
out the United State*, and no one 
desire* to interfere In any way with 
our greatest Industry* A number of 
th* most successful end eldest cit­ 
rus growers of the district, ws are 
Informed, do not favor artificial 
heating of grove* These men. who 
have accumulated fortunes in grow­ 
ing oranges here. claim that over a 
period of years tbs benefits obtain­ 
ed from artificial heat do not war­ 
rant th* extra expense entailed. One 
grower ba* taken 996.909 in profits 
from rn ten-acre Tustin grove dur­ 
ing the past ten years, * notwith­ 
standing the fact that his trees 
passed through three severs frees es 
during « a t tim*. An annual profit 
of 91699 an acre ta satisfactory to 
him, and he’ll not spend any money 
for smudging, ha declares. 
Bul granted that orchard heat­ 
ing la necessary, let’s not bs satis­ 
fied with anything short of tho lat­ 
est Improved heaters. 
During the 
past week w* have talked with 
growers who used amok elses heat­ 
ers successfully In the recent cold 
snap. 
They declare them to be 
many times more efficient and less 
expensive than the unspeakable 
smudge-pot As aa illustration of 
modern methods In orchard heat­ 
ing. ws mention tbs case of a Tus­ 
tin grower whoa* home Is in the 
center of hts grove. On th* first 
morning of th# cold spell the house­ 
hold awoke to the fact that work­ 
men bad started the heaters during 
the night 
and that 
the family 
laundry was on the clothes line! 
Th* clothes did not have to be re­ 
washed but were gathered In and 
Ironed In th* usual way.
